We do not miéan to.say that stich arrange- 
ments weto commendable transactions, but we 
maintain that they were’ beneficial to British 
interests, simply because they involved a -re- 
duction of duties. and as they consequently 
enabled the importer to lay down British 
manufactures at a cheap rate, he naturally 
could sell more of them.

The former 
claim all the transit dues in a-lump which the 
treaty provides, and the latter aro left to 
equeeze what they can. Tt-has been'a’ mat- 
ter of surpiese to many that thepresent holders 
of Congous at Canton should be so firm find 
unreasonable in their demands. The fact is 
that the transit charges between the produ- 
cing districts and Canton instead of being 24 
taels as stipulated in the treaty, are about three 
times that sum and the consequence. is.that 
the poor mon will lose heavily:
